quite low. Distilled water should, 
of course, be added at regular 
intervals—weekly Inspections of 
the water-level in the cells are 
always advisable—nnd at least 
once a year the entire battery 
should be taken apart and the 
sediment from the plates cleaned 
o'.it If this is done in the spring, 
the energy created during the 
summer will usually carry the 
battery through the succeeding 
winter without any trouble.
